Lieut. John Cyril Porte Will Write Exclusive 
Stories of His Preparations and Flight for the 
Post-Dispatch. 


IEUT. JOHN CYRIL PORTE, 8. N., pilot of the Rodman Wanamaker 
transatlantic aeroplane expe®tion, will write of his experiences 
exclusively for the Post-Dispatch and the New York World, both be- 

fore and after his flight. The first of his signed articles, giving a detailed de- 
seription of the giant flying boat in which he will attempt, probably next 
month, the passage from Newfoundland to the British Isles, is published 


The Post-Dispatch presents also today the first actual photograph of 
the Rodman Wanamaker machine, taken in the factory, of the Curtiss 
Aeroplane Company, at Hammondsport, N. Y., during construction, 
and s picture of the completed flyer as it will appear when assembled 
this week at the foot of Keuka Lake for the preliminary flights. 

The picture of the completed machine was made by assembling actual photo- 
graphs of the parts according to the draftsman’s plans. The machine itself— 
the ‘‘ Vaterland’’ of flying boats—is so gigantic that it could not be put 
together in the big assembling room of the Glenn Curtiss plant. Only a spe- 
cially constructed aerodrome would hold this great craft, so it is to be assem- 
bled in the open air on the Curtiss flying field at the foot of the Jake at 
Hammandsport, N. Y., in full view of the public. 


~-@riginal: machine’ for the Wanamaker expedition, on which work has been 
started in secret several months ago, was to be driven by one 200-horsepower 
motor; it was to be launched by special devices and was to have no means 
of rising either from water or land. Once it alighted on the water, its flight 
was to be at an end. 

The new flyer will be driven by two motors of 100-horsepower each, 
and it will be equipped to raise itself from the water. The change of plan, 
although not aecounted for by Lieut. Porte or any one else connected with 
the expedition, indicates that the craft may alight in mid-ocean, and may 
possibly renew its supply of fuel from a ship stationed there for that purpose. 


RESUPPLY PLANS ARE SECRET. 

ASSENGER steamers are not permitted to carry gasoline; so once for 
-all maf be dismissed the thought that the ocean flyer may ‘‘drop 
down and take on supplies from a passing ship.’’ If the ocean aeronaut 

eounts upon replenishing his gasoline supply he must supply an oil freightar 

in mid-ocean as his ‘‘coaling station.’’ Lieut. Porte does not disclose his 
plans in this respect. This and other secrets of his flight he says he pur- 
poses guarding from‘everybody until he has reached his goal. Naturally he 
does not wish to have his most secret plans made public lest they benefit his 
possible competitors for the $50,000 prize of the London Daily Mail for the 
first crossing of the Atlantic in an eeroplane in 72 consecutive hours. 

The aeronautical world generally concedes that Lieut. Porte stands a 
geod chance—probably the best chance of any aviator—to succeed in this 
boldest adventure since the days of Christopher Columbus. Porte is a re- 
tired officer of the British Navy. He was schooled to deeds of cool-headed 
eourage through six years of service in submarines. At the age of 27 1 
had risen to the position of chief training officer in that service. His health 
being broken by under-sea confinement, lie took to aeronautics as a business, 
since-@ pensioner’s life did not meet his ideal of activity. At 30 he ranked 
the aeronauts of two continents in his reputation for reliability, and for that 
reason—and for his nautical training, which fitted him especially for this 
task—-Wanamaker selected him as the one man most likely to pilot safely 
to port the first transatlantic flyer on its maiden voyage. 

The fact of Lieutenant Porte’s accomplishment—if he meets expecta- 
tion—will be heralded around the world. How he accomplished the flight, 
only the readers of the Post-Dispatch will gather when wireless or cable, or 
both, bring them the log of this Columbus of the Air. 

If there had been newspapers in Columbus’ day, how much richer would 
be our history had the pilot of that transatlantic expedition kept a diary 
and log for the Spanish journal enterprising enough to have secured Colum- 
bus for its correspondent 

The “$50,000 prize of Lord Northcliffe’s London Daily Mail was not 
the consideration which led Rodman Wahaadiens to outfit this expedition. 
The prize goes to the aviators—to Lieutenant Porte and the assistant pilot, 
whose identity has not yet been disclosed. But Lieutenant Porte will be 
the captain and master of the expedition, and only through him will the 
details of the aerial voyage be made known. While Wanamaker is not in- 
terested in the $50,000 prize, he is determined to win the honor of send- 
ing the first tion across the ocean, and the plans of Lieutenant 
Porte will be kept within the limitations for the Daily Mail’s prize.

It is my purpose to write from time to 
time articles dealing with the various 
aspects of the trasatlantic voyage.

maker ef New York and Philadelphia, 
son of Mr. John Wanamaker, and. an 
ardent follower of aeronautics. This 
year being the centenary of peace be- 
tween America and Great Britain, Mr. 
Wanamaker felt that it would be a fit- 
ting celebration to link the continents 
with a flying machine. 
' Mr. Wanamaker chose the Curtiss 
type of machine, believing that Mr. 
Glenn H. Curtiss knows more about 
flying boats than anyone else in the 
world. In this:opinion I concurred, 
having fcllowed the development of 
the Curtiss alr-and-water craft both 
in this country and Europe. 


Two boats are being made for the 
Wanamaker expedition, practically 
identical, so that if a mishap should be 
met with we may still be able to get 
away. The cost of tre expedition will 
probably be double the amount of the 
Lord Northcliffe prize of $50,000, under 
the rules of which contest w> will fly.

The 
average Curtiss flying boat has a 
wing area of but 360 feet, They 
weigh, totally equipped, about 2300 
pounds, as.against 6006 pounds for 
the transatlantic craft. The spread of 
‘wing of the ordinary flying boat is 
36 to 40 féet; on the transatlantic 
flyer it is 72 feet in the upper wings 
and 46 in the lower. The width. of 
the ordinary wing is 6 feet; on this 
machine 7 feet, 

The hull is of white cedar, 32 feet 
long and with a beam of 4 feet. This, 
really nothing more than a boat, is 
a blunt nose. and 
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huge fish. The curves were worked 
out by aero-dynamic laboratory tests 
to attain the highest efficiency in 
both air and water—that is, to skim 
the surface of the water, to rise and 
cleave the air with the least resist- 
ance, and—most important of all-—to 
sustain us on the surface of the 
water even in a. moderately rough 
sea, should we be obliged to alight 
for repairs or to overlook the wings 
or machinery at any time. 


Boat Will Sustain 4500 Pounds. 
Is hull weighs only 5&0 pounds, 
although it probably has a carry~- 
ing capacity more than four times 
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spite its apparent fragility—its cedar 
shell, coated with oiled canvas, is only 
a quarter of an inch thick—it must sus- 
tain a load of approximately nine times 
its own weight. That is, about 4500 
pounds of machinery, tanks of gasoline 
and oil, wings and passengers. 

In the front of the hull, with their 
legs down in the blunt nose, the oper- 
ators will sit at the twin controls. These 
are of the wheel-type common to the 
Curtiss machines: <A pull of the wheel 
toward the operator elevates the plane, 
a push in the other direction depresses 
it. A turn of the wheel to one side or 
the other operates the rudder for dl- 
rectional control. The iateral contro! is 
operated by foot-bar and in this way 
differs from the standard Curtiss con- 
trol. 

Curtiss uses a shoulder-yoke to work 
the ailerons, or wing tips, which keep 
the machine on an even keel, the opera- 
tor maintaining his balance by shifting 
his weight from side to side. But Mr. 
Curtiss agreed with me that the yoke 
system is not best for a large air craft, 
especially for a flight as long as the one 
I expect to make. It is wearisome upon 
the operator, as a great deal of power is 
required to manipulate large ailerons on 
a heavy machine. And since one’s legs 
are the strongest part of one’s body, it 
is best to use them for this purpose. 
The foot control is simplicity itself. 
If the right wing is higher than the left 
wing and it is therefore necessary to 
depress it, you push down with the right 
foot. If the left wing is too high, you 
press down with the left foot.

HINEW CHARTER COMPARED AND EXPLAINED]

NEW CHARTER. 
ARTICLE XIX. 
Franchises. 

Section 1. All grants or renewals of franchises 
shall be subject to the right to amend, alter or 
repeal the same in whole or in part, and to forfeit 
| the same at any time for misuse or nonuse; and 
subject always to the City’s power of taxation 
and its authority to regulate rates, quality of use, 
service and products, and methods of conduct and 
operation; subject also to the right of the City at 
the end of ten years after the beginning of opera- 
tion and at the end of every five year period 
thereafter, at its option to be exercised by ordi- 
nance, to acquire the plant and property used in 
the operation of the franchise, upon terms and 
concitions to be ascertained in the manner pro- 
vided in the granting or renewing ordinance, but 
in no event is the franchise itself to enter as an 
element into such compensation. Every gran- 
tee of a franchise for any public utility shall keep 
such reports of its finances and operations as may 
be prescribed by ordinance, and the City may, at 
any time, examine its records and accounts. No 
ordinance granting or renewing a franchise shall 
be adopted until a report thereon ig the form in 
which it is put upon its adoption has been made 
te the Board of Aldermen by the Board of Public 
Service with its recommendations as to the action 
that should be had thereon, nor until the bill and 
the report of the Board of Public Service, or a 
fair summary thereof, shall have been published 
as provided by ordinance. No franchise shall be 
assignable except with the City’s approval ex- 
pressed by ordinance. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Aldermen shall at all 
times have full power, to be exercised by ordi- 
nance, over all public utilities now or hereafter 
existing in the City, and may regulate the charges 
for the use, service or product thereof and estab- 


lish whatever requirements may be necessary to 


OLD CHARTER. 
ARTICLE X. STREET RAILROADS. 

Section 1. The Municipal Assembly shall: have 
power by ordinance to determine all questions 
arising with reference to street railroads, in the 
corporate limits of the city, whether such ques- 
tions may involve the construction of such street 
railroads, granting the right of way, or regulating 
and controlling them after their completion; and 
also shall have power to sell the franchise or right 
of way for such street railroads. to the highest 
bidder, or a8 & consideration therefor, to impose 
a per capita tax on the passengers transported, or 
‘an annual tax on the gross receipts of such rail- 
road, or on each car, and no street railroad shall 
hereafter be incorporated or built in the City of 
St. Louis except according to the above, and other 
conditions in this Charter, and in such manner 
and to such extent as may be provided by ordi- 
nance.

FLYING ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 


If the first flight across the Atlantic shall be 
made by a heavier-than-air machine, not a dirigi- 
bie; "If by English-speaking men, not German; if 
from the western, not the eastern, shore, the 
great triumph may possibly within the present 
summer be set to the credit of Rodman Wana- 
maker’s generosity, the practical skill of Glenn 
Curtiss and, above all, the daring and devotion of 
John Cyril Porte of the British navy, and of an 
American assistant as yet unnamed. 

Lieut. Porte’s article, elsewhere printed, de- 
tafling his plans and describing his craft, reminds 
us of how swift has been the recent progress of 
aviation. The balloon is an old story. It is al- 
most 180 years since Blanchard and Dr. Jeffries 
made the first great over-water flight, across the 
English Channel. Even then Blanchard’s balloon 
was equipped with wings like windmill fans. If 
he could have foreseen the light motor, Blanch- 
ard could almost have planned a Zeppelin. 

By contrast, it was almost at the end of 1903, 
on Dec. 17, that Wilbur Wright, first of mortal 
men, actually flew instead of floating, air-borne, 
on volatile gas. The distance was 852 feet. It 
is less than ten years since Wright flew three 
miles, again a pioneer. Yet military and pas- 
senger aeroplanes in every iand, probably 3000 
licensed aviators and $100,000,000 of investment in 
air transit, show that aviation is not a momentary 
fad. 

And now we face the Atlantic itself, wondering 
—not ff, but when, fts barriers of tossing waves 
will be vanquished. 

The London Mail's prize offer of $50,000 for 
which Lieut. Porte is to compete, sets 72 hours 
as a time limit. It is not unreasonable. The 
crossing will not be made, or it will be made in 
that time. The air reverses all rules of surface 
transit. Speed is safety. Even the earlier 
Wright biplanes made 40 miles an hour. Now 
we have 140 miles an hour, and even more, sus- 
tained for considerable distances. And De Mou- 
linais has gone from Paris to Warsaw, more than 
1300 miles, in less than twenty-four hours—a feat 
ho man can accomplish by other means than those 
he lp and fer beyond rivalry even from the

Assume a mid-ocean stop for fuel and the huge 
flying boat in which Lieut.

The power of 
200 horses is harnessed to its mighty wings, 
which set upright and overtop a six-story house. 
It will weigh two and a half tons. It will carry 
food, elothing, tools, even a sleeping mattress. 
There is room to move about. 

The man who embarks upon such a desperate 
venture risks all to the storm, confides all to his 
engines. The weather maps of the entire coun- 
try and of the Atlantic must be closely studied to 
decide upon conditions that make the trip pos- 
sible. Let the engines balk over a rough sea and 
the navigators face not quite certain death, since 
fate might drop them in the track of ships: but 
the machine itself must inevitably be wrecked. 

From the dawn Of time the call for men to go 
upon desperate errands in war has never lacked 
volunteers. The flying machine has had its 
scouts and spies in the air. They die if they 
are caught at fault; sometimes with no fault, when 
an engine stalls or a murderous gust pounces 
upon them. They serve peace and humanity.

TREAT BOTH SIDES ALIKE. 
Washington Post: If the United States per- 
mits Carranza to land arms at Tampico it will 
have shown such gross favoritism to one faction 
as against another that the mediation proceed- 
ings will instantly fail.

At the Savoy Theater in London a 
boldly feminist drama, truculently en- 
titled, “Break the Walls Down,” and 
written by Mrs. Alexander Gross, a 
prominent business woman, is receiving 
much interested attention. 

The walls that are to be broken down 
according to this play’s argument, are 
those of masculine prejudice against th 
larger activities of women. Mrs. Gross 
draws her two leading characters in 
such guise as to emphasize her story’s 
moral. Husband Beufre:is stupid, bear- 
ish,- unsuccessful and a domestic ty- 
rant. Wife Beufre, secretly conducting 
a big dressmaking establishment in the 
West End, is clever and charming, with 
an income of $25,000 a year from her 
business. She has never told Husband 
Beufre of her connection with this prof- 
itavle business—at first, because she 
feared she might fail, and, later, be- 
cause she did not wish to hurt his 
pride by revealing her own success in 
contrast to his failure. But, when Hus- 
band Beufre’s pig iron plant goes to 
smash, Wife Beufre steps in, buys up 
the claims of his creditors and, discern- 
ing its possibilities, reorganizes the pig 
fron concern on a profitable basis. All 
this, too, in despite of the fact that 
Husband Beufre, learning that she has 
been seen repeatedly at luncheon with 
the man gown designer of “Mme.

Complains That Arthur Meyer’s 
“Ce qu'il Faut Taire’’ Is 
Tiresomely Talky. 


Paris playgoers are complaining that 
“Ce qu'il Faut Taire,” a new—and his 
first—play by M. Arthur Meyer, veter- 
an editor of Le Gaulois, and “the old- 
est boulevardier left,” is too tiresomely 
garrulous on such topics as the tango, 


morphine, Montmartre, girl-education, 
divorce. and the like, and that its ‘“‘es- 
says’’ are more those of journalism than 
of the drama. 

Its story is typically Parisian. Pierre 
Chevalier, a Royalist, who seems to have 
been an anarchist in his youth, has 
never réeally understood Helene, his 
wife. She rather preferred him when 
he was an anarchist. She has discov- 
ered a curious ‘‘soul mate’”’ in Demorel, 
his secretary. The latter takes cocaine. 
He is the lover of a certain Mlle. Cri- 
quette, but feigns devotion to Helene 
and, later, turns out to be the confed- 
erate of a swindler, and steals from 
Chevalier’s desk an incriminating let- 
ter. 

Helene, too honest to be unfaithful to 
her husband, tells him that she loves 
Demorel, and suggests a divorce.

Helene gives him up in disgust. But 
he has already disposed of himself by 
taking an overdose of cocaine, and the 
last curtain falls on this ‘triangle’ 
tragedy.

Happy Catbirds Gossip amd Ag- 
gressive Robins Dominate 
Feathered Colony. 


MALE CUCKOO IS FICKLE 


Baltimore Oriole Provides Mel- 
low Song and His Mate Is 
Fine Home Builder. 


Bird lovers and amateur ornithologists 
have a rare opportunity to study the 
habits and life of their subjects in Mis- 
souri Botanical (Shaw’s) Garden. The 
native birds find the garden a most de- 
sirable place for home building. The va- 
riety in locations—bird houst®, sfirubs.

trees and magrshes—is sufficiently great 


to attract all manner of nest builders 
and their homes are protected from 
many of their enemies. 

The wrens and purple martins are to 
be found in the bird houses fn the gar- 
den. “Jenny’’ Wren is constantly scold- 
ing as she goes about her house hunting. 
She is evidently making the demand that 
Dr. George T. Moore, director of the gar- 
den, build new, modern wren apartment 
houses or single homes in the garden 
that she may have a greater number of 
houses from which to select her home. 
She and her neighbor martins would 
much prefer to live in Missouri Botani- 
cal Garden than in the narrow city 
yards, which are also inhabited by 
prowling cats. 

The catbirds make merry the day long 
dispensing good cheer. They are great 
gossips. They gad about over the gar- 
den from early morning until late in the 
evening, and then perch upon a tree and 
te¥ all they have heard and seen. They 
are to be found in the shrubbery and 
hedges, or hopping about on the lawns 
or among the flowers, diligently search- 
ing for entomological specimens, which 
make up the principal part of their diet 
during the summer. The catbird is ex- 
yuisitely propoftioned, a Beau Brumme! 
in his tollet and spznds hours preening 
and prinking his satin-gray coat. He is 
one of the sweetest songsters in the 
garden. 

Robins Have Strong Personality. 
The robins greet the visitors as soon 
as they enter the garden. They whistle 
with the merry abandonment of a 
schoolboy. They dominate the bird col- 
ony with their strong, aggressive per- 
sonality. The robins are inveterate bath- 
ers, but thelr neatness stops there. Mrs. 
Robin is a notoriously poor housekeeper. 
Her nest at best is a poorly, carelessly 
constructed makeshift, and is always 
dirty. Perhaps this is why robin-red- 
breast stays away from home so much, 
yet for all this he is a loyal mate ari 
ever on the defense of his home. 

A pair of cardinals live in the garden 
the entire year. The cardinal is the 
aristocrat of the garden, bearing him- 
self with a refined and courtly dignity. 
He seeks the topmost branches to dis- 
play his vermillion coat and send out 
the life-like notes of his strong, rich 
whistle. He calls forth respect and ad- 
miration, rather than affection—he is 
a shining example of self-conscious su- 
periority. 

The Baltimore oriole cannot be mis- 
taken—a flash of orange through the 
air, a high-whistled song floating :n 
the wake of the feathered fire. He is, 
perhaps, one of the best known an4 
best loved birds. He wears a gorgeous 
coat of rich orange and black and ar- 
rives in full plumage and song when the 
orchards are in blossom. His song con- 
tinues wild and passionate until he finds 
an affectionate mate, then his notes 
lose much of their wildness and become 
a mellow love song of exquisite beauty. 
His plain but energetic mate is one :f 
the best architects in the world. So 
well does she lLuild her nest that it 
will remain in perfect condition through- 
out the winter, but she never uses it 
the second season. She seems to t.2 
proud of her building and delights in 
making a new home. The number of 
grub-worms, flies and caterpillars that 
go to satisfy the hunger of a family of 
orioles in a day, if tney could “be com- 
puted, would indicate the great value 
of a pair of orioles to the garden. 

Rain Crow a Valuable Bird. 

The yellow-billed Cuckoo is one of 
the most valuable birds to be found 
in the garden. His croaking is to be 
heard in sultry weather. He is not 
weatherwise, however, but is worth a 
hundred robins in ridding the garden of 
caterpillars and inch-worms., The 
cuckoo is fickle and changes his mate 
every year. Neither is he a devoted 
father. It is the mother cuckoo that 
tumbles to the ground from sheer fright, 
feigns lameness and trails her wings as 
she tries to entice one away from her 
nest. 

Other tree, shrub and ground dwell- 
ers of the garden are the “Bob White,"’ 
mourning dove, black-billed cuckoo, rei- 
headed woodpecker, flicker, chimney 
swift, kingbird, crested flycatcher, wood 
pewee, blue jay, crow, cowbird, meadow- 
lark, ‘red-winged blackbird, orchard 
oriole, bronzed grackle, goldfinch, house 
sparrow, tree sparrow, chipping spar- 
row, song sparrow, towhee, rose-breast- 
ed grosbeak, indigo bunting mocking 
bird, brown thrasher and wood thruan.

Judge Kimmel of the Municipal Police 
Court has adopted a new method :f 
disposing of the many petty offenders 
who daily appear before him. Instead 
of sending them to the Workhouse the 
Judge agrees to stay the fine imposed 
provided the men will depart at onc 
for the harvest fields of Missouri, Kan- 
sas and other Western States where 
harvest hands are in great demand. 
Only in rare instances do the offenders 
decline the Judge’s proposition. 

The idea, said Kimmel, was suggested 
by notices sent out by the U. 8S. Depart- 
ment of Labor telling of the urgent 
need of harvest hands in the Western 
States. The men gre required to pay 
their own expenses to any destination 
they may chose and this amount is re- 
funded when they report for work. 

Kimmel say he has court officers kcep 
watch to see that the men do not break 
their promise to go.

in 1881, and was impressed by her re- 
semblance to the Roberts family. It was 
stated that her mother, a Chicago seam- 
stress, died many years ago, and that 
Roberts had provided for her support. 

As evidence of Roberts’ attitude in the 
matter, @ verse was read which was 
written on an envelope, found among pa- 
pers and letters concerning his daugh- 
ter. It was: 


*“Devoid of all feeling does nature proce

The moon and the stars shine equally true 
On mneeeone and darkness, the good and the 


Judge Points to One Fact. 
“The fact that within a few days 
after this child was left at the 
asylum,” said Judge Dyer, ‘“Roberts’ 
name appeared on the books of the 
institution, indicates, if there were 
no other facts in the case, that she 
was his child. When he went to the 
home he did not have to be directed 
to the couch on which the infant lay; 
he knew his own blood. He said:

Forty Thousand Persons See Englishmen Triumph 
by Their Team Work— Americans 
Unsteady Until Near End.

NEW YORK, June 13.—Outridden. out- 
paced, outgeneraled, outplayed and out- 
lucked, America was humbled by En- 
gland today in the first of this year’s 
game for the International polo cup.

When strengtr 
was needed, her four had it; when skill 
was required, she answered the cal: 
Whether on attack or on defense. the 
blue blouses of John Bull made the 
wearers of the American white seer 
novices at the game.

It may be that the } clo sharps will be 
able to find extenuating clroumstances 
for the defeat, but the great majority 
of the 40,000 persons that crowded the 
Meadowbrook Field saw little to ad- 
vance in excuse for the beating. The 
crowd’s sportsmanship was splendid; if 
anything the visitors got more appiause 
than did the home team. And it would 
be falling short of this standard to 
that the victory was not clear cut an 
deserved: to say one word implying thar 
the better team did not win. 

From the first goal to the last, the 
result was hardly a matter of douht. 
England got the jump on America 
and kept it. She played the “hurrah” 
style of game that was created by 
the “Big Four” five years ago when, 

under the Captaincy of Harry Payne 
Whitney, they went over to London 
and brought back the cup.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 13.—Not as 
President of the United States, but as a 
member of the class of ‘70, Woodrow 
Wilson came to Princeton today to 
fraternize with his old college chums 
He partook of a “stand up” luncheon, 
marched like anyone else in the annual 
“parade” and saw Yale defeat Prince 
ton at baseball, 8 to 0. 

He wasn’t “Mr. President’ or evel 
“Woodrow” to the gray heads (a few 
are bald) who. made up the delegation 
of 91 representing old ‘79 which assem- 
bled at Seventy-Nine Hall to greet 
him. He was just plain, affectionate 
“Tommy, a name the President dis- 
carded after he was graduated 35 years 
ago. 

As Frank Presbry, also Princeton 
‘79, said afterward, in describing the 
intimate phases of °'79’s reunion: 

“It was Tommy this and Tommy 
that, and—well, you would never have 
thought he was the President.” 

And, if Whilson’s demeanor, his 
smile, his handshake, his jaunty step 
and, withal, his cheerful air, were 
the reflection of his tnner feelings, 
he must have enjoyed the experience 
of once more being “Tommy,” if only 
for a brief few hours. 

Greduates Recetve Him, 

From the moment he arrived by 
special train at noon to be received 
by 500 graduates and undergraduates 
until he departed for Washington at 
11 o’clock tonight following his class 
dinner, he was bothered with tidings 
of war only once.

EA-VICE PRESIDENT 
STEVENSON ics IN 
CHICAGO OSPITAL 


Illinoisan, Who Served in Cleve- 
land’s Second Term, Had Been 
Ill Several Months, 


CHICAGO, June 13.—Adlai E. Steven- 
son, of Bloomington, who was Vice- 
President of the United States through 
the second Cleveland administration, 
died here late tonight at a hospital after 
an illness of several months. His three 
children were at his bedside when death 
came. 


Ran With Cleveland and Bryan. 

Adiai Ewing Stevenson had a 
long public career. He was Vice-Presi- 
dent from 1893 to 1897 under Grover 
Cleveland. In 1900 he again was nomi 
nated by the Democratic party for Vice- 
President and ran with William J. 
Bryan, but was defeated. He served as 
a member of the Forty-fourth and Fifty- 
sixth Congresses. From 1885 to 1889 he 
served as First Assistant Postmaster 
General under President Cleveland. 

His last appearance as a candidate for 
public office was in 1908, when he was 
nominated for Governor of Illinois by 
the Democratic party and was defeated 
by Charles S. Deneen, Republican. 

He was born in Christian County, Ky.. 
Oct. 23, 1835, of Scotch-Irish parentage 
In 1852 his parents moved to Blooming- 
ton, Ill. He attended the public schools 
and the Illinois University. In 1856 hs 
graduated from Canter College, Dan- 
ville, Ky. There he was a classmate of 
United States Senator J. C. 8. Blackburn 
and other Kentucky youths, who later 
became prominent in public life. At the 
close of his college career he married 
Miss Letitia Green, ‘daughter of Dr. 
Lewis W. Green, president of the col- 
lege. 

Stevenson's political career dated from 
1864, when he was a presidential) elector 
on the Democratic ticket. He made a 
canvass of Illinois In behalf of the 
McClellan ticket and won a reputation 
as a political orator.

| gress for the same district on the Green- 
eck ticket in 1876, althou—h he was

Conference of Envovs With 
Americans and Mexicans 


Develops That Huerta’s

CARRANZA’S ENVOYS 
NEEDED AS ADVISORS 


Note From Constitutionalist 
Chief, Saying He Has Sent 


Representatives With In- 
structions, Arrives at Ni- 
agara Falls.

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., June 13.— 
The crux of the Mexican problem— 
the selection of a man for provision- 
al President acceptable to all factions 
in Mexico and foreign governments 


generally was reached today in a 
conference between the mediators 
and the American and Mexican dele- 
gates. 

For more than an hour names of 
various individuals were discussed. 
but on none was there a semblance 
of agreement. Tomorrow there will 
be another conference on the same 
subject. Details of the peace plan 
are virtually set aside now for the 
greater task of finding the man of 
the hour who can reconcile the war- 
ring factions and .maintain peace 
while a constitutional election is 
held and normal order is resumed. 

Incidentally, Gen. Carranza’s note, 
transmitted by Rafael Zubaran, his 
representative in Washington, ar- 
rived today, advising the mediators 
that Constitutionalist delegates were 
on their way to the mediation con- 
ferences with full instructions. 

No Reference to Armistice. 

The mediators made no comment on 
the note. It contains no reference to 
an armistice, on which the mediators 
have been insisting, and there was 
nothing to show that the mediators had 
in any way altered their determination 
reached yesterday not to admit offi- 
tlally the representatives of Gen. Car- 
ranza unless an armistice be declared.

Bryan directed the American 
delegates to inform the mediators that 
the invitation to Gen. Carranza need 
not be a formal one, but merely & 
suggestion that his representatives will 
be received. 


U. S. Wants Rebels to Participate. 

The United States is going to use its 
good offices with the revojutionists in 
an effort to bring them into a partici- 
pation in the mediation conferences, Or, 
in the event of failure to do that, to 
bring about their acceptance of the 
agreement arranged between the United 
States’ representatives and those of 
Huerta for settling the Mexican trouble. 

Bryan was informed that the Carran- 
zistas objected seriously to the media- 
tors settling the trouble. They as- 
serted such action would have a bad 
effect on the Mexican populace. As it 
was explained to the Secretary of State, 
it will be a difficult task *o maintain 
order in Mexico for a year or more un- 
der the best of conditions, but almost 
impossible if the Government which suc- 
ceeds Huerta is forced constantly to ex- 
plain why Brazil, Argentine and Chile, 
three foreign countries which have little 
or no interests in Mexico, forced a com- 
promise when the revolutionary army 
was at the gates of Mexico City. 

The Secretary of State has been in- 
formed that this will not be the atti- 
tude if the United States exercises its 
pressure to induce the Carranzistas to 
accept the agreements and protocols 
signed at Niagara Falls. 

Responsible for Revolutionists. 

As 4 rerum of this advice the United

C. A. Towne of New 
York, former U.S. Senator from Minne- 
sota, is Huerta’s counselor. He con- 
ferred today with Secretary Bryan and 
was in touch with Mexico City for a 
time. Towne said he was merely look- 
ing after the interests of Huerta in the 
present situation. 

Towne is a stanch: follower of Presi- 
dent Wilson and right along has in- 
dorsed his Mexican policy. Because of 
his close touch with the President and 
Secretary of State, it is said, he was en- 
gaged by Huerta to come here and ad- 
vise him of the steps. being taken by this 
Government. 

Senator Towne expressed the opinion 
today that mediation would be success- 
ful and that Gen. Huerta would retire 
from office with dignity and honor. 
Villa Goes to Help Natera at Zaca- 

tecas. 

EL PASO, Tex., June 13.—Gen. Villa 
left Torreon today to assist in the at- 
tack on Zacatecas, which already has 
been begun by Gen. Natera’s force. Rev- 
olutionary troops under Gen. Obregon 
continued efforts to take Mazatlan on 
the west coast. Gen. Gonzales, Eastern 
Divisional Commander, was _ reported 
here as rushing preparations to as- 
sault San Luis Potosi. 

The capture of these three cities will 
place the Constitutionalists in control 
of virtually all territory north of a 
line running between Tampico, on tho 
east coast and Mazatlan on the westert: 
seaboard, or about one-half of the en- 
tire republic. 

Villa’s supporters here today ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the Chihuahua 
leader had been summoned to help Na- 
tera.

AMES CAMPBELL, in an 
interview with Walter 
Stevens, which was pub- 

lished in the Post-Dispatch in 
January, 1912, gave the fol- 
lowing advice to young men: 


“I think the young fellows of 
today are better equipped to 
meet and master conditions than 
they were in my boyhood and 
early manhood.

CAMPBELL BURIAL 
TO BE TOMORROW 


Services Will Be in Cathedral 
Chapel — Financier’s Will 
Made Two Years Ago. 


James Campbell’s funeral will take 
place tomorrow afternoon fom his 
home, 2 Wes3tmereland place, to the 
New Cathedral chapel, followed by 
burial in Calvary Cemetery. This was 
announced last night by William F. 
Reed of 610 Walton aveniie, for % years 
Campbell’s confidential secretary. 

The New  Cathed-al, to which 
Campbell is said to have made a sub- 
stantial gift, cannot be used for the 
funeral, as it has not been consecrated. 
The body will be placed in the $18,000 
Campbell mauso’eum in Calvary. Cem- 
etery. 

Campbell’s latest will, Reed said, 
was made two years ago, and since 
has lain sewled in a safe deposit vault 
of the Mercantile Trust Co. Reed said 
only one announcement could be made 
in advance of the reading of the will 
as to its contents. That is that the 


executor of the estate. Campbell owned 
1000 of the 30,000 shares of stock of this 
company, with a present market valu- 
ation of $331.000, and paying $1500 a 
month in dividends. Festus J. Wade, 
ene of Campbdell’s most _ § intimate 
friends, is president of the company. 
Voluntartly Increased Taxes. 

While nothing has been made publilfe 
as to the disposition of Campbell’s ¢s- 
tate, it is believed it will go largely 
to his wife and their daughter, Lols 
Compbellywho now becomes the richest 
girl in St. Louis. At the same time 
some of those who knew Campbell well 
would not be surprised if a large gift 
for some public purpose appeared. It 
has. been recalled, in this connection, 
that Campbell, five years ago, volun- 
tarily increased his tax return by near- 
ly $1,001,000, at a time when other men 
vrere resisting the attempt of the city 
assessor to get them to make a full 
return. 

Miss Campbell is 21 years old, and was 
educated in a private school in Green- 
wich, Conn. Her social debut was made 
Dec. 17, 1912, at a reception in the West- 
moreland place home, followed by a din- 
ner dance at the St. Louis Club, the 
two functions being attended by 80 
guests. She is fond of swimming, ten- 
nis and motoring. 

Conversation in business circles 
yesterday centered on Campbell's 
personality, which was comparatively 
little known, and on estimates of 
the size of his estate. A man in close 
touch with his affairs said the es- 
state would exceed $20,000,000. 

It was also generally noted that 
Campbell is the latest of a number 
of the most wealthy and influential 
St. Louisans, who have died within a 
little more than a year. The others 
were Alanson D. Brown, Charles H. 
Huttig, Elias Michael, Adolphus 
Busch and L. D. Dozier. 

Probably any of the other five was 
more widely known than was Camp- 
bell. A. D. Brown's motto, “Make no 
useless acquaintances,” was better ex- 
emplified by Campbell than it was 
by Brown himself. 

This was not because there was 
anything harsh or repellent about 
Campbell, He was cordial to indi- 
viduals on occasion, and could have 
been a good “mixer” if he had thought 
it-worth while. Apparently, he did 
not. . 

His personal appearance was any- 
‘thing but awe-inspiring. He was 
noticeably short of stature, and was 
rotund, rather than merely plump or 
fat. “Roly-poly” was an adjective 
often used in describing him. His 
outward manner was usually jovial, 
and his laugh was loud and frequent. 
But his rather cold blue eyes were 
always kept on the business in hand, 
and a close look showed that there 
was nothing soft or “easy” about his 
appearance or manner. 

A number of years ago, Campbell 
thought of closing his stock and bond 
brokerage office. But a number of his 
old customers, whose accounts he had 
handled for years. protested against this 
und he kept the office open, though no 
blackboard or ticker was to be seen 
there. He made the office the head- 
quarters of the North American Co. 
when he took the presidency of that 
company, and it remained his head- 
quarters for railroad stock deals and 
such local business and political mat- 
ters as he interested himself in.

With meager sums saved from his 
wages, he took options on Missouri 
“wild lands,” which were ‘‘dirt 
cheap,” and sold them to settlers, 
doubling and redoubling his capital, 
and thus laying the basis of his for- 
tune. 

Seventy-four Missouri counties, 
which had issued millions of rail- 
road bonds, defaulted upon them in 
the panic of 1873. Campbell invest- 
ed all the money he had and could 
borrow in the bonds, believing they 
would eventually be redeemed. One 
batch, for which he paid $7000, later 
yielded him half a million. 

In 1876 he started a stock and bond 
business in St. Louis. “I want to 
make $100,000,”" he told a friend, “and 
then I'll be satisfied to quit.” 

In 1882 he married Mrs. Florence A. 
Platener, a widow. One son, Wil- 
lard, an invalid, died in 1910. In 1893 
a daughter, Lois, was born.

In 19099 Campbell became president 
of the North American Co., which 
controls the United Railways and 
the Union Electric companies. He

D. Mortimer, whom he had trained 
for the position. Campbell became 
chairman of the Board of Directors. 

Miss Lois Campbell's debut, Dec. 
17, 1912, was celebrated at the family 
home, 2 Westmoreland place, and at 
the St. Louls Club. There were 300 
guests, from St. Louls and New 
York. She wore a pearl necklace, the 
gift of her father, which was worth a 
fortune. 

In 1912 Campbell’s company, the 
North American, by pressing a 400,-

into a receivership. He was then the 
largest stockholder, owning #,000 
shares of Frisco. 

In 1914 Campbell was assessed at

For nine weeks not a word 
came, and his anxious private secretary 
wired to another St. Louisan, who was 
at Hot Springs, asking him to find out 
what was the matter with Campbell.

This looked like 
a passionate devotion to the game so 
much in favor with the elderly rich, 
put for some reason it did not last. 

Campbell was not much given to serv- 
ing on committees, but he took an active 
interest in the work of the directorate 
of the World's Fair in 194, and was a 
member of the Executive Committee.

Former’ Insurance Promoter 
Loses Suit Against W. J. 
Miller on $20,000 Note. 


Circuit Judge Kinsey yesterday 
gave permission to smoke to the jury 


and attorneys in the suit of Harry 
B. Gardner against Walter J. Miller 
while the case, which had been on 
trial four days, was being argued. 

The Judge remarked that as it was 
Saturday afternoon and supposed to 
be a half holiday, the ban against 
smoking in court would be lifted.

He asserted that Miller, 
who is president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Lamar, Mo., wanted 
Harry M. Coudrey, former Congress- 
man, to retire from the Continental 
Insurance Co. of America and its 
twin corporation, the International 
Fire Assurance Co, of America, and 
that he (Gardner) furnished’ the 
money for which Coudrey. surren- 
dered his contract and stock. Miller 
gave his note as security for this 
loan, Gardner said. 

Miller contended the note was 
given by him as an accommodation. 
He said Gardner promised to sur- 
render it within 60 days. 

Miller was plaintif? in litigation, 
which resulted in téeth companies 
being placed under receivership. 
Subsequently Gardner and Coudrey 
were sentenced to serve terms in the 
Federal penitentiary for using the 
mails to defraud while promoting 
the company.

Mrs. Mary E. Hart in Visit 
Here Relates Queer Tales 
of the Natives Who Hang 
Alarm Clocks at Graves 
and of Cimrock Mary, the 
Reindeer Queen. 


By Marguerite Martyn. 
Mré. Mary EH. Hart of Dyea, Alaska, 
could not, unfortunately, transport any 
of the heavy snow blanket in which she 
left her country buried. But she brought 
along a number of native stories hu- 
morous enough to refresh us in this, the 
silly season. 
Mrs. Hart, who, in 1900, was assigned 
by a newspaper syndicate to go to Alas- 
ka and write the gold strike story with 
descriptions of the chaotic condition 
there, from a woman's point of view, 
having remained there all this time has 
a far different story to tell of Alaska 
today. 
On .the day she was rudely hoisted 
ashore by means of a crane and founa 
Nome a city of 10 miles of tents, she 
was a “cheechaka.” Gradually she bé- 
came a “sour-dough.”’ Now she returns 
as a representative first citizen, if you 
please (for women are citizens in Alas- 
ka), and with many tales to tell of the 
country’s progress 
As an editor she is addressing various 
press associations on the state of jour- 
nalism in Alaska. As a mine owner and 
investor she has much to tell of the 
commercial development of the country. 
As a clubwoman she is on the program 
to tell the G. F. W. C. at the biennial 
in Chicago of the work of women’s 
clubs in the Far North. And as presi- 
dent of the Alaska Cruise Club she is 
endeavoring to persuade people to travel 
there and see the country for them- 
selves. 
Not content with present audiences 
she promises to be on hand at the Pan- 
ama Exposition to show by various 
means the products, resources and 
manner of life in Alaska in an ex- 
hibition she will have charge of in 
the Transportation Building.

Balioon Is Wrecked. 

“Had we landed in a clearing,” said

Half City Wards Represented, 
About half the wards of the city were 


represented by less than 100 ward work- 
ers of the Citizens’ Committee who at- 
tended a charter meeting at Hibernian 
Hall, 3619 Finney avenue. Because of 
the small attendance, which was attrib- 
uted in part to the hot weather, it was 
decided not to create one general ward 
committee, but to permit each ward to 
perfect its own organization, subject to 
advice from charter headquarters. 

Selden P. Spencer, @ member of the 
Board of Freeholders, declared that no 
charter in existence provides more rea- 
sonable opportunities for the working 
out of popular demands than that pro- 
posed for St. Louis. Those provisions 
governing the initiative, the referendum 
and the recall are the fairest ever writ- 
ten into any legislation in this country, 
he asserted. Not a single added item of 
taxation will be found in the new in- 
strument, said he, the fact being, on the 
other hand, that a small fortune would 
be saved to the taxpayers each year. 

Excise Commissioner Thomas L. An- 
derson presided at the meeting and de- 
nounced those citizens whom he ac- 
cused of apathy towards the charter 
movement. He said that if the people 
are too negligent to get out and work 
for the charter. St. Louis would not 
deserve to rank as the fourth city.

Power Is Concentrated. 
“The proposed charter concentrates 


power in order to secure responsibil- 
ity. This principle is recognized in 
commission government charters and 
is chiefly responsible for the success 
of that system of city zovernment. 
Legislative power in the proposed 
charter is vested in a Board or Alder- 
men which as a single body can be 
held accountable for the character of 
legislation. In a similar way the ex- 
ecutive power of the city is vested in 
the Mayor, who, having full control, 
can be held strictly responsible not 
only for his own acts, but for those of 
other administrative officials who are 
appointed and subject to removal by 
him, 

“While granting great power the 
proposed charter provides adequate 
safeguards. In the first place, as in- 
dicated above, it makes perfectly clear 
who is responsible for each act. | In 
this way the voters can refuse to re- 
elect an unsatisfactory Alderman, 
Mayor or Comptroller. But they are 
not obliged to wait until the end of 
the term of the official. ‘The charter 
provides a rational system of recall 
under which any elective officials can 
be retired by a majority of the voters. 


The voters are also given means for 
tela | the single legislative body 
through the right to have ordinances 
referred to them for their ratification 
and the privilege of initiating meas-

PASSENGERS AWAKENED 


No Damage Is Done Below 
Water Line and Both 
Vessels Proceed.

ABOARD THE STEAMSHIP NEW 


YORK, June 13.—(By wireless to Sias- 
conset, Mass.)—A hole 82 feet long and 
12 feet deep was smashed in the port 
side of the American liner New York 
& feet aft the bow when the Hamburg- 
American liner Pretoria ran into her 
in a dense fog at 3:26 a. m. today, 40 
miles east of the Ambrose Channel light. 


Capt. Roberts of the New York found 
on thorough investigation that no dam- 
age had been done below the water 
line, and the New York proceeded to 
New York, and the Pretoria to Ham- 
burg. 

The New York had heard the signals 
of the Pretoria and Capt. Roberts, who 
Was on the bridge, ordered the engines 
stopped. The ship had no headway for 
1) minutes. As the Pretoria’s bow 
loomed out of the fog Capt. Roberts 
sounded two whistles, indicating that 
his vessel had no way. He then rang 
“full speed astern.”’ The enginser 
started the engines with a jerk and the 
New York fairly leaped backward. 
All bulkheads in the New York 
had been closed since 12:50 o’clock 
this morning, when the fog first set- 


| tled down about the vessel. 


Pretoria Answered Fog Signals. 

For a period of about 10 minutes be- 
fore the collision the Pretoria replied 
constantly to fog sirens blown by the 
New York. 

Capt. Roberts blew two long blasts 
repeatedly for five minutes prior to tr , 
collision. These whistles indicated that 
the New York had stopped. Suddenly 
there was a crash succeeded by a sharp 
tearing sound as the steel plates and 
woodwork of the New York were shai- 
tered by the Pretoria’s sharp bow. 
Fortunately the watch which occu- 
pied the quarters behind that part of 
the ship which was crushed in was 2n 
duty in the stokehole. Had the cullil- 
sion occurred while this watch was off 
duty, a number of lives would probably 
have been lost. 

Passengers Are Alarmed, 

The starboard anchor and part of the 
hawser pipe of the Pretoria dropped on 
the New’ York’s deck. 

The New York keeled over to the star-; 
board. Passengers who had been aroused 
by the shock of the collision and the 
sudden keeling of tlhe vessel rushed on 
deck in all stages of dress. Women 
were pale and nervous, but there was 
no panic of any moment. 

The officers ang stewards ran from 
end to end of the vessel advising all 
that there was no danger. In the 
meantime the boat drill alarm had 
been sounded, and everything was in 
readiness for departure from. the 
vessel should it prove that she was 
badly damaged. 


655 on Board Liner. 
The Pretoria backed away after *ha 


collision and stood by for half an hour. 
Ehe was invisible, but occasionally 
sounded a signal from her whistle. At 
4 o’clock Capt. Roberts notified Capt. 
Dugge of the Pretoria that he was not 
in need of assistance an’ the Ham- 
burg-American liner drew away, pre- 
sumably to resume her voyage to Ham- 
burg. Nothing has been heard from her 
since. 

There are 265 cabin passengers, in- 
cluding 25 children, on the New York, 
and the crew numbers 390, making a 
total of 655 on board. All the pas- 
sengers were asleep at the tliue of the 


collision. 
The assurance of Capt. Roberts, 


after his personal examination, that 
the vessel was not leaking and was 
in condition to continue on her way 
to New York, relieved an intense 
nervous strain. Most of the passen- 
gers had put on life belts. The offi- 
cers and crew showed admirable dis- 
cipline and self-control.

Disagrees With Vardon 


Chicago Star,, Whom English Expert Rated First Among 
American Players, Believes That U. S. Amateurs 
Are as Good as England’s Best.

HARLES (‘‘OHICK’’) EVANS of Chicago, rated by Harry Vardon of 
England as the best golfer in America, lived up to that reputation 
when he brake all records on the Westwood course yesterday after- 

noon, making 18 holes in the afternoon round in 68 strokes, three below par 


and 12 under bogey. This mark also beats the pro- 
fassional record of 70 for the Westwood course, and 
lowers Chris Kenney’s amateur score of 74. Evan’s 
card for the morning round was 70. 

Warren K. Wood, Evan’s cohort from Chicago, 
holder of a goodly number of championships himself, 
followed close behind the champion, 
course in the morning in 75 and in the afternoon in 
73. A card of 76 was the best that any of the local 
stickers could turn in, this going to Stuart Stick- 
ney in the afternoon, Harry Potter coming right be- 
hind him with a 77 for the 18 holes. All three local

CHICK EVANS 


Evan’s play was an inspiration to the large gal- 
lery that followed the players. His drives were long 


and clean, and lacked in a large measure the ‘‘pull’’ that is criticised so 
much in the American golfers, and which was present at times in the long 


drives of the local men. 


His play on the green was careful and studied, 


exceptionally long putts being made almost unnecessary by his deadly 


approach. 

Yesterday’s play was Evan's first 
since his return from the big inter- 
national matches across the water. 

When asked his opinion on Harry 
Vardon’s recent review of American 


golf and golfers, .w.s0e Uhicagoan 
seemed to think that the Engi:sh 
champion had been rather hard on 
the Americans. 

“But still, Vardon is just about 
right on a number of statements he 
makes,”. Evans said. “For instance 
when he says that the American golf 
courses are easier than those abroad. 
That is true, This course was the 
first I have played on since returning, 
and in comparison with those over 
there, it seemed easy. It lacks the 
narrow lanes and the numerous haz- 
ards that I was becoming used to 
abroad. 


A Few Stars Supreme. 

» “But it is not only this difference 
in the courses that puts the American 
at a disadvantage when playing 


against an Englishman. It is also 
the fact that pagans has such a 
large leisure class who do nothing 
but play golf and, consequently, raise 
the national standard of the game 
so that there is an extremely large 
number of exceptionally good golfers

“There is one point, however, upon 


which I. differ with Mr. Vardon and 
that is in his statement that our best 
amateurs cannot compare with En- 
giand’s best. Our amateurs have 
even gone as far as defeating En- 
gland’s best professionals in open 
tourneys, and I feel confident that in 
an amateur tournament, say Amer- 
ica’s six best amateurs against John 
Bull’s best half dozen, that the 
Americans could more than hold 


their own.”

No Money in This. 


Gutenko will have to go out of his 
class, which means hard knocks and 
very few soft pickings, unless he hap- 
pens to be good enough to work into 
the championship brigade. 

Unless new talent develops speedily. 
the new champion will have @ very 
tame time and very scant pickings for 
himself. Coulon squeezed dry all the 
bantamweight lemons. 


Good-a-bye, Mist’ Moran. 
ACK JOHNSON, gtcording to dis- 
patches from abroad, is really and 


truly punching the bag, taking before- 
daybreak runs and otherwise deport- 
ing himself as an earnest defender of 
his title.

“The anti-cutout movement is a 
good thing, and should receive the 
Support of every motorist,” sald F.

“There is absolutely no necessity 
of ever using the cutout in the city, 
and no reasonable excuse can be of- 
fered for it, as there is no mechanical 
necessity requiring it, and it is sim- 
ply a personal gratification of the 
driver who may like to ‘hear her 
hit’ on all the cylinders, to use a 
common term. 

“In a great many cities the cutout 
is absolutely forbidden by special or- 
dinance and rigidly enforced. In my 
previous connection as assistant gen- 
eral sales manager of the Buick 
factory, I visited frequently the cities 
in which our branches are located 
and I found that in practically all 
of the principal ones, the anti-cutout 
rule was either being enforced or be- 
ing agitated, 

“The glaring headlight is another 
thing that.should be abolished in the 
city, or at least in districts where 
motor cars are greatly used, for it 
is a danger that need not be and itn 
the city the side lights are sufficient.” 


NOVEL METHOD OF 
_ BLOWING UP TIRES 


Mr. Arosemena is Chief of the Pan- 
ama City Fire Department. On the 
night of June 5 he was aroused by 
an alarm of fire. Learning that the 
Government powder house was 
ablaze, he jumped into his auto and 
exceded all speed limits getting to 
the scene. 

The fire seemed insignificant. Stop- 
ning his car about 150 feet from the 
powder house, he got out to investi- 
gate. A few minutes afterward a ter- 
rific explosion occurred which killed 
eight firemen and altered the land- 
scape eonsiderably. 

Fortunately, Mr. Arosemena was 
uninjured, but the same could not be 
said of his car. He found it to be 
a wreck and minus the left front 
wheel, which had departed the scene 
entirely. When the local Firestone 
agent, J. W. Kerr, arrived, he tmme- 
diately instigated a search for the 
missing wheel. Tire and rim were 
eventually found over 100 feet away, 
and the tire, a Firestone nonskid,

CUTOUT IS A NUISANCE]. 
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TIRES IMPORTANT 


“Too much stress can not be laid 
upon the care and repair of tires dur- 
ing the summer months,"’ says an auto- 
mobile manufacturer. ‘‘Probably half 
of the tire troubles are caused by un- 
der-inflation. When a tire is allowed 
to run fiat not only is more surface 
being subjected to wear but the fabric 
is strained and broken and the tire 
heats up much more quickly. 

“The correct pressure may in most 
cases be found by merely multiplying 
the sectional diameter of the tire by 
20 pounds—for instance a 4-inch tire 
should have an air pressure of % 
pounds per square inch. 

‘In buying tires it is economy to !n- 
vest in @ guaranteed article, as only 
an expert can judge a tire by its ap- 
pearance and it is very, very seldom 
that an unguaranteed brand is a bar- 
gain. 

“Non-skid tires will give greater mile- 
age than plain ones provided the ‘non- 
skids projections’ have been added on 
rather thna cut out of the tread proper. 
While such tires prevent skidding on we: 


pavements, the use of chains becomes 
necessary when driving in snow or mu4. 


| ‘Don’t hesitate to buy new tires when 


necessary. Trying to get additional 
mileage out of an old casing that spoils 
& good inner tube every few days is 
poor economy. 

“The old adage that ‘a stitch in time 
saves nine’ is 100 per cent true in spead- 
ing of tire trouble. At regular inter- 
vals wash off the dirt and examine the 
casing for cuts and blisters or for tacka 
nails or pieces of glasss that may have 
become imbedded in the tread. 

“The real strength of a casing lies 
in the fabric and when water and dirt 
begin to creep in between this fabric 
and the rubber the casing will rapid'y 
become worthless. 

“The best repairs are obtained by 
thoroughly cleaning out a cut when it 
first appears and vulcanizing new rub- 
ber into the recess. However, tempo- 
rary repairs may be made by using 
some of the plastic rubber preparations 
that are on the market at the present 
time, Do not try to see how many 
miles’ you can run on a casing without 
having it repaired. Use plenty of talc 
on the inner side of the casing. This 
will not only reduce friction and heat 
to a minimum but will absorb most- 
ure, 

“As the rear tires do the driving they 


wear more rapidly than those on the 
front wheels. Often it is an advan- 
tage to interchange the front and rear 
tires. Remember that oils and greases 
are very deteriorating to rubber." 


BOSTON ADOPTS THE FORD 


Ford runabouts will be purchased 
for all employes of the city of Bos- 
ton who are provided with cars in 
the future, according to a pronuncia- 
miento issued recently by Mayor 
Curley of that city. 

“T have decided: to make the Ford 
runabout the official car under my 
administration,” the Mayor declared. 
“It doesn’t cost so much to buy, and 
can be operated 20 miles on a gal- 
lon of gasoline. By discarding the 
heavy cars now in use and putting 
in an equipment of Fords, the city 
will save several thousands of dol- 
lars without impairing tn any way 
its automobile service. 

“The old method of paying a fancy 
price for a city automobile, then 
having an outlay of $3600 for re- 
pairs, and finally selling the machine 
for $450 at public auction doesn’t 
make for economy.” The Mayor re- 
ferred to an experience the city had

Suppose by intensive co- 
operation, by careful individual as- 
sistance, it is able to increase the 
sales of each dealer by only five cars 
a year. There are 2000 to 2500 more 
cars, with an additional overhead so 
slight as to be negligible. And it can 
be done, 

“I have always made it a rule in 
my saleswork to pay just as much, 
or more, attention to the small dealer 
as to the big concern. I try to make 
them feel that we are interested in 


them personally; that we regard them 
as part of the family; and that ‘the 
latch-string is always out.’ The small 
dealer is heartened by personal con- 
tact with the executives of an or- 


anization. 

I make it a pores 
to see that personal attention

“Each State should be expected to 
provide an adequate organization {for 
efficient expenditure of funds made 
available through any Federal plan of 
co-operation with the several States, 
and before it receives its quota,” as- 
serts Chairman George C. Diehl of the 
A. A. A, National Good Roads Boari. 

“One suggested amendment to the 

measure passed by the House and 
resting with the Senate Post Office and 
Post Roads Committee, provides that 
the several States will have not less 
than two years in which to make any 
necessary provision to enable a com- 
monwealth to qualify for road co-oep- 
eration from the central source. This 
is a most just proviston, for the re&son 
that not a few States could not at 
once avail themselves of Federal co- 
operation without amending existing 
road laws. A State which Goes not 
have a State Highway department 
should remedy this deficiency, or al- 
low its allotment of Federal money to 
remain unexpended until such an or- 
ganization is provided. Such a require- 
ment, coupled with Federal inspection, 
will insure the highest efficiency and 
the best results obtainable in the con- 
struction of improved roads. 
“It is probable that some require- 
ment as to maintenance of Federal-aid 
roads by the respective States will form 
one of the features of Congressional 
good roads legislation, as it is recog- 
nized that there is a general tendency 
througheut the country to allow weil 
constructed roads to rapidly deteriorate 
for want of attention. 

“Although it is not generally known, 
the Federal Gevernment has, in a small 
measure, already embarked upen a pol- 
icy of Federal-aid, in adition to the 
great educational work which it has 
been doing for a number of years 
through the medium of the Office of 
Public Roads of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. In the Post Office ap 
propriation bill for 1912-13, an appro- 
priation of $500,000 was made for co- 
operating with varieus States in the im- 
provement of Post Roads conditioned 
upon the States providing $2 for each $1 
thus previded by the Government. The 
appropriation required that the money 
should be expended under the direction 
of the Secretary of Agriculture in co- 
operation with the Postmaster-General. 
Owing to delay on the part of the States 
in meeting the necessary requirements, 
the appropriation was continued tn the 
bill making appropriation for the fiscal] 
year 1914, and made available until ex- 
pended. 

“At the present time construction 
is actively under way and allotments 
have been made to various States, as 
Pellows: Alabama, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maine, Maryland, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Seuth Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. 
Much valuable data will be obtained 
from these various demonstration 
roads to aid the Federal Government 
in the future conduct of its road work 
on a large scale.’’

~ HELD TO BE VAL 


_ Supreme Court, 5 to 4, Upholds 


Act Granting Limited Bal- 
lot to the Women. 


“ BPRINGFIELD, IIL, June 18.—The Illi- 
nols women’s suffrage act was declared 
constitutionkhl by the State Supreme 
Court today in deciding the Scown suit. 

The suffrage act granted limited suf- 
frage to all women citizens of Illinois, 


‘permitting them to vote fer statutory 


officers and upon propositions to the 
Illinois electorate. 
State and others officers named in the 


Iitinois constitution were excepted from 


*-<sthe act, which, however, left the wom-

en free to vote for municipal officers 
Under the 
act..women in every part of the State 
participated in the spring elections and 
in the township and municipal local 
option elections were instrumental in 
voting out of existence approximately 
1000 saloons. In the same elections wom-

and Vickers joined the majority op'n- 
ion upholding the constitutionality 
ot the act 

The majority opinion was written 
by Justice Frank K. Dunn and was 
based upon the principle that the 
main question presented in the case 
at bar was decided some years ago 
in the case of Plummer vs. Yost, ‘n 
which the right of women to vote for 
certain school officers was attacked. 
This case was decided in favor of the 
women by the Illinois Supretne Court 
nearly 30 years ago. 


Justice Dunn’s opinion nolds that 
the Legislature has the authority to 
confer the power upon women to 
vote for al! officers created by stat- 
ute; that the Legislature has the au- 
thority to empower women to vote 
on all questions submitted to popular 
vycte in any political subdivision 
other than those questions which 
the constitution provides shall be 
submited to a popular vote, such as 
constitutional amendments. 


Right to Vote on Local Option. 


The. act of 1913 apparentlv gives 
women the ballot on all propositions 
iw addition to the right to vote for 
certain officers. This section is held 
by the majority opinion to be uncon- 
stitutional, the Court holding that 
the questions provided for in the 
ecnstitution to be submitted to pop- 
ular vote to be subject to the same 
construction as the officers defined 
in the constitution and upon which 
only men may vote. The only school 
officers designated in the constitu- 
tion and upon which women are not 
allowed to vote are the State and

CHICAGO, June 13.—Delegates to the

Disgruntled Miners Pitch Him 
From Second Story as He 
Tries to Stop Damage. 


BUTTE, Mont., June 13,—Butte tonight 
is virtually under armed rule, with its 
saloons, that have not been closed in 
years except on election days, locked 
tight, and- with every hardware store 
cleared of all its arms and ammunition 


by the police as the result of riots to-/ 


day—miners’ union day—the  thirty- 


fourth anniversary of the «stablishment 
of the union in this camp. The miners’ 
union, with upward of 9000 members, 
is divided against itself. 

A crowd of Western Federation min- 
ers, surrounded by police, started to pull 
the safe of the Western Federation 
down Main street in an attempt to save

it from rioters tonight. Four hundred 
rioters later took the safe from the 
Federation members, put it on a wagon 
and announced they were going to dy- 
namite it. 

Seceders Break Up Parade. 

More than 200 men have refused ‘o 
recognize the union further, and under 
the leadership of agitators of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, the se- 
ceders this morning attacked the min- 
ers’ union parade, composed of more 
than half of the labor bodies of the city. 

President Bert Riley of the union and 
Parade Marshal Michael Conway were 
knocked from their horses by a volley 
of stones. Other officers of the union 
were chased from the line of march and 
took refuge in the Sheriff's office at the 
courthouse. 

The parade was broken up and speak- 
ing in a theater was abandoned bec*#se 
of the stormy street scenes. The rioters 
moved on the Union Hall in the ceater 
of the city. Every piece of furniture in 
the building was demolished and thrown 
into the streets. 

A piano was thrown down a stairway, 
the books, records and two safes of ‘he 
union were thrown out. The ba-lot 
boxes containing the 4500 votes cat at 
the recent election or union officra, 
which had not been counted, were ide- 
stroyei and their contents emptied into 
the street.

Ten thousand persons watched the 
demonstration. Police and Sheriff's dep- 
uties were powerless. Sheriff Driscoll 
went te the hall, but soon returned to 
his office in the Courthouse, when word 
came to him that union officers nad 
taken refuge there and were abcut to be 
attacked by another section of the mob. 

Chief of Police Murphy, in the midst of 
the turmoil, sent out officers to close 
all saloons. Half @ dozen saloon Kce>- 
ers who refused to obey were taken to 
jail. A warning was sent to the hard- 
ware stores to secrete all guns and «™- 
munition., It also was decided to cll off 
a boxing bout scheduled for this even-

Employes in the Circuit Clerk’s office 
refused to give any information that

Teach the Chicks to 
Roost Early in Life 


Crooked Breast Bones Are 
Avoided by Wide Perches so 
There Will Be No Strain. 

It is a wise plan to teach young chick- 
ens to roost on perches as early in life 
There are a number of ad- 
vantages in doing this. Perches can 
be kept more sanitary than the floor 
and therefore afford, in a sense, a re- 
treat from vermin as Well as rate. They 
also prevent crowding and being up out 
of the filth, they may be kept clean 

with less trouble. 

A common objection to early roosting 
is that it has a tendency to give the 
young birds crooked breasts. But this 
may be easily overcome by making tha 
perches three or four inches wide. Have 
the perches low at first or place a num- 
ber of them, each a little higher than 
the other, like a stairway. It is ad- 
visable, if possible, to have a small 
roosting room for them away from the 
rest of the flock. 

To teach the chicks to roost, place 
them on the perches after dark. one or 
twe evenings, and they wil] usually get 
up on them of their own accord. One or 
two old hens or chicks from an older 
brood will soon teach them by exam- 
ple, if other means are less convenient.

Leg Weakness in Chicks. 

What can be done for chicks, 2 months 
old, that are weak in the legs?—F. L., 
St. Louis, Mo. 

Leg weakness in chicks may. be caused 
by several conditions. Improper feed 
and damp, crowded quarters afe per- 
haps the most common causes. The 
first thing to do is to remove the cause, 
whatever it is. Too much meat in the 
ration and not enough bone-making 
food is often to blame, Give plenty of 
green feed, bran and skim milk. Make 
the chicks exercise for the grain they 
get. It is a good plan to dig up some 
let them scratch, 
Of course, healthy 
surroundings are a requisite to recov- 
ery from leg weakness. If this line of 
treatment should fail, try some pills 
made of the following mixture: Phos- 
phate of lime, 5 grains; sulphate if tron, 
i grain; sulphate of quinine, % grain 
and strychnine, 1-16 grain. Make «4 
dozen pills of this quantity and give one 
pill a day to each three or four chicks, 
thoroughly mixing the pill In with some 
soft food. For mature birds the dose 
may be one pill a day for each bird. 


leg Weakness in a Hen. 
Can you tell me what to do for a hen 
that has weak legs? She seems wel) 
otherwise, but cannot use her legs. 


She has been hatching for a week.—A.

The reply to F. L., St. Louis, Mo., 
will cover this case. It is very prob- 
able that the feed is at fault here, as 
very few sitting hens receive a bal- 
anced ration and even if they are at 
liberty to leave the nest they will not 
go far enough to get the necessary food 
elements. 


Ventilation in an Incubator. 

May 9 I put 13 eggs in a 60-egg tn- 
cubator and on the 27th there were 
no signs of chicks. The next day I 
broke an egg and found the chick tn 
it still alive. Then I left the temper- 
ature at 103 degrees until May 31, 
when I broke all the eggs and in the 
12 remaining eggs I found 8 chicks, 
but they had been smothered to death. 
Before starting the machine I was 
told by a person who claimed to know 
all about incubators, not to let any 
air in to the eggs. I was never to 
open the egg chamber, he said. I ve- 
lieve these chicks simply smothered 
to death. How often should eggs be 
turned in the incubator? At what 
heat should the incubator be run? 
Should cggs be aired every day and 
for how long? Please let me know 
where I can get a book of informa- 
tion—G, H., Bvansville, Ind. 

That advice not to air the eggs in 
the incubator was exceedingly bad 
and lack of ventilation was undoubt- 
edly the cause of the chicks dying in 
the shell. Turning the eggs once 6 
day is sufficient, although many per- 
sons turn them twice a day. Begin 
turning the third day and stop the 
nineteenth dey. While turning the 
eres, remove the tray from the incu- 
bator and close the door. The opera- 
tion should take only two or three 
minutes. As to the temperature, we 
can give no better advice than to 
urge you to fellow the directions 
given to you by the manufacturer of 
the machine. Machines of different 
make differ in their 
needs. Generally speaking, the tem- 
perature should be et about 163 de- 
grees the first part of the hatch and 
at 108 degrees the iast part If 
plenty of time is taken to turn the 
eags there need be no further airing, 
Here again the machine must be eon-| 
sidered, as well as its lecation. If 


After the evening of the eighteenth 
day keep the egg chamber closed un- 
til the hatch comes off. Up to that 
time the eggs should have an airing 
once a day. The most reliable in- 
formation you can get on running an 
incubator is the book of directions 
that came with your machine. That 
is, if you have a reliable make of ma- 
chine. It will also be well worth the 
trouble to write the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington, D. C., ané 
ask for a copy of Farmers’ Bulletin 
No. 336 on “Incubators and Incuba- 
tion,’ by Richard H. Wood. This bul- 
letin may be had for the asking.

A lack of grit in the feed is the in- 
direct cause of many chicken ills. 

It is, poor economy to buy inferior 
wheat just because it is cheap.

A chick that must be helped out of 
the shell is usually a weakling, and 
more often than not is not worth the 
helping. 


Swat the surplus rooster. He is eat- 
ing his head off, keeping down the lay- 
ing of the hens and fertilizing market 
eggs that will spoil long before they 
ought to spoil. 


Plowing or digging up poultry yards 
or runs ie a reasonable job any time of 
year. It turns under filth accumula- 
tions and contagion. 


The profit in duck raising depends on 
how quickly the birds are made to get 
their growth. They should be ready for 
market in 10 weeks or less.

City Plan Commission, has asked Au- 
gust A. Busch to reconsider his plan 
of building a $2,500,000 hotel on what 
is selected for the east terminus of a 
grand plasa to extend from Twelfth 
street to Grand avenue, between Mar- 
ket and Chestnut streets. 

If the hotel is built where Busch has 
planned it, the city may be forced to 
abandon the plaza scheme, Gundlach 
says. 

After a conference with Gundlach, at 
which no promise of a change was made 
by Busch, the latter notified George E. 
Kessler, landscape expert of the City 
Pian Commission, that he would not 
give the matter further consideration 
until his return from a three-months 
trip to Europe. 

At a meeting of the City Plan Com- 
mission Thursday the proposed Busch 
Hotel was discussed and it was the con- 
census of opinion that its erection would 
mar if not block the plaza scheme. 


Hopes Another Site Will Be Found. 
“Personally I think it out of the 


question,’’ said Gundlach to a reporter, 
“to lay out a plaza as planned if the 
east end is occupied by a great building 
of any sort. The hotel that Mr. Busch 


thas in mind will be a magnificent thing 


for St. Louis and the commission would 
not do anything to stop the project, but 
we hope that another site will be found. 
The plaza will commence under our plan 
at the west side of Twelfth street be- 
tween Market and Chestnut streets, and 
extend west to Grand avenue. Mr. 
Busch has planned to erect a hotel on 
the west side of Twelfth street, extend- 
ing half a block or so west and occu- 
pying the space between Market and 
Chestnut streets.” 

The plaza location was selected to 
furnish a striking and pleasing vista to 
visitors who reach St. Louis via Union 
Station. Unless it is extended eastward 
from Union Station at Eighteenth and 
Market streets, to Twelfth street, the 
efefct would be spoiled by the rows of 
ansightly houses that line Market street, 
down which the visitors must pass to 
reach the business and hotel district. 

, Gundlach said the plaza plan would 
be realized if the new charter is adopt- 
ed by voters June BD), and failing that, if 
a charter amendment already submitted 
by ordinance at the November election, 
carries. The new charter and the amend- 
ment empower the city to create bene- 
fit districts for parks, boulevards, etc., 
by which the cost of such locality im- 
provements may be assessed against the 
property that is particularly benefited. 

Busch Not Considering Matter. 

Busch recently purchased 100 front feet 
on Market and Chestnut streets, west 
from Twelfth, for $375,000, for the site 
of the hotel. 

He told a reporter last night that he 
had given no attention so far to the 
suggestions of Gundlach, and would go 
ahead with the development of his hotel 
plan, as announced, until his return in 
the fall. 

“Mr. Gundlach suggested that I buy 
the opposite corner, that is the north- 
west corner of Twelfth and Chestnut 
streets, for a hotel site,” said Busch. 
“I ado not know how that would work 
out if I attempted it. The price might 
go up a great deal if the agents found 
someone with a big hotel on their hands 
and no place to locate it. I have not 
given the matter serious consideration 
yet.”

AGIC was the origin of many 
M. of the practices still used in 


the treatment of diseases, ac 

cording to Dr. G. K. Dickin- 
som In -an address before the Medico- 
Surgical Society, entitled “The Trail of 
the Serpent,” which he holds is still dis- 
cernible in medicine, Dr. Dickinson used 
the following language: 

“The cure by magic was the earliest 
known. Amulets were worn in order to 
pacify the evil one. Parts of other an- 
imals, teeth, claws. and paws were Car- 
ried in order to turn away the evil one 
and protect one from illness. Supersti- 
tions were so great that a potent influ- 
ence was supposed to be obtained 
through them. The same as today, we see 
the horseshoe over the door, the scapular, 
the amber beads around the neck, the 
rabbit’s foot and the potato kept in the 
pocket to ward off rheumatism. 

“In the religious method of treatment 
we have sacrifices and fumigation to ap- 
peal to the ritualistic sense, and through 
these hundreds of years we find that 
man’s nature is not satisfied except he 
unbend to this great tendency to ritual- 
ism, fumigating, burning and destroying. 
Fasting and persecuting the body cleared 
the alimentary tract and satisfied re 
ligious thought, hence the present-day 
Lent.

HOCK is still one of the great mys- 
teries of surgery. Many theories 
S have been put forward to explain 
just what it is. Each of these has 
seemed attractive until its inherent de- 
fects were discovered by experience. 

In a lecture before the Royal College 
of Surgery, Dr. A. Rendle Short reviewed 
these successive thevries and described 
the experiments of himself and others 
by which they were disproved. But re- 
cent researches by Dr. Crile of Cleveland, 
Prof. Sherrington of England and Dr. F. 
H. Pike of Columbia University, New 
York, seemed to him to offer at least a 
clew to the real nature of shock. 

Prof. Short did not formulate a definite 
theory, but suggested that surgical shock 
was due to an inhibiting or paralyzing of 
the important nuclei in the region of the 
fourth ventricle of the brain and per- 
haps in the cerebellum. These are “con- 
tinually sending impulses down the 
spinal cord, maintaining its functional 
activity and increasing muscular tone.” 
The effect of this paralysis is to cut off 
these impulses, whereupon the functions 
of the spinal cord are greatly reduced, 
muscular tone is abolished and as a sec- 
ondary result the blood pressure may 
fall. The respiratory center and perhaps 
also the vaso-motor center share in this 
inhibition or paralysis. 

“Death,” said Dr. Short, “is due to 
the accumulation of blood in the great 
veins,” so that the flow does not provide 
a proper filling for the heart. 


Intensive Civilization the 


Cause of Adencids. 


DENOIDS has been known ever 
since the days of Hippocrates, 
A but within a generation it has 
become far more common than 
it had ever been before. It seems to be 
caused by an excessive proliferation of 
lymphatic tissue, which is a manifesta- 
tion of a general rachitism, due to the 
overcrowding of cities, want of fresn 
air, scattering of dust by rapid vehicles, 
eating foods that have been fir. erved 
by chemical sterilization, and other ef- 
fects of intensive civilization. 

Among the ordinary consequences of 
adenoids are deformation of the jaws, 
teeth and nose, blocking of the natural 
breathing channels, tendency to breathe 
through the mouth and to keep the 
mouth open, chronic cough, deafness 
caused by the stoppage of the eustachian 
tubes and dulling of the intelligence 
through habitual congestion of the brain.

Scriven Bolton says “Accord- 

ing to Laplace, the planets 

have been evolved from one gaseous 
cloud. Hence, it may be, the material 
properties of each are similar. The 
same cooling process and contraction are 
shared by all. Although the birth of one 
does not antedate that of another, a 
difference is fownd in their sizes, since 
the smaller ones are cooling faster than 
the larger. Jupiter, 800 times larger 
than the earth, might represent the earth 


in the youth of its career millions of 
years ago; Mars, much smaller than the 
earth, is older, physically, though net in 
years, and represents a stage of evolu- 
tion not yet reached by our world. Its 
atmosphere, if ever as dense as ours, is 
now comparatively rarefied. Evolution 
has it that, like the earth, Mars must 
once have been covered by water. At- 
mospheric rafefaction, absorption of 
water by the crust, and a wrinkling of 
the latter, due to contraction, caused dry 
land to appear. Probably the epoch 
reached by Mars will be attained on earth 
when land area equals that of water.” 


Rural Telephone Bars Listeners and Records Calls.

How does this indicator tell 
butting in? 


Why, By means of musical notes. Ev- 
ery telephone is to be equipped with an 
indicator. - Every indicator is equipped 
with a disc with teeth. This is set in 
motion the moment the receiver is taken 
off the hook. The teeth on the disc pick 
musical notes from key note tongues in 
the instrument. The high and low notes 
correspond to the short and long rings 
peculiar to the telephone that is being 
tampered with. 


Then the indicator gages the length of 
the conversation, so that one may comply 
with. the rules of the company. When the 
receiver comes off the hook it sets the in- 
dicator into operation. At the end of 
four minutes it runs down. Then it au- 
tomatically disconnects you. That's a 
hint that you have talked long enough for 
a mere visit. If it is business, however, 
and you want to prolong the conversa- 
tion, al} you have to do is to press down 
the lever and the spring is wound up for 
another four minutes.

Lippincoftt’s Pioczraph- 
ical Dictionary mertions 1755 women; the American, 
1384: La Rousse, 2670; Broc*laus’ Konversations-Lex- 
icon, 985; Myers’: Kenversations-Lexicon, 1100; Fney- 
clope@ia’ Pritannica, 713. She»has rated “ae eminert 
every woman whose name appea:'s in as many as three 
of these wor's, the total being 868.

O be charged bya lion is. not a pleasant 
experience. He-comes with a rush and a 
~roar. There are you, squatting in the 
aia. your rifle ready, your heart pound- 
ing. If the eye prove untrue, if the hand 
waver--it is all over. If you hit him he 
may go down. If you miss him, you will 
never miss again. A man lives a year in five seconds 
under those circumstances. 

But to be charged by a lion when unarmed! To be in 
the path of the rushing jungle king on his native heath 
with no other protection than a “movie” camera! Such 
an experience is enough to make the man who has 
experienced it, start often from a sound sleep and-—cry 
out, until he realizes with a gasp that he is safe in bed. 

That has been the experience ofePaul J. Rainey, the 
champion lion hunter-of the world. -Mr. Rainey lately 
returned from an eighteen-months’ hunting trip in 
Eritish Bast Africa. He has killed ninety lions; at 
least a score more than has any other man alive: He 
has had many narrow escapes, but his face to face 
meeting with “His Majesty” while operating a moving 
picture camera, gave him the worst ten seconds of his 
eventful life. 

“I was near the banks of the Ahti rn: ver in East 
Africa,” said Mr. Rainey, “operating my machine. About 
fifty yards away, and directly in line with the camera, 
was a clump. of bush. Suddenly the gigantic head of 
a lion was thrust out of the bueh. Immediately after, 
the lion leaped into the open. For an instant he stood 
lashing his sides with his tail. 
of me. Imagine my dismay ard .horror when, instead 
of running off, he came bhovnine toward me with 
greet catlike leaps. | kept ‘turning the crank of the 
machine and wondering in a vague way what would 
h«ppen.
